passed away. All efforts to arouse her 
from the time she went to sleep until 
her death, proved unavailing. During 
all the time, nearly tw o weeks, ber 
condition appeared perfectly normal. 
W atertown, Wis., March 27—A case 
surpassing in strangeness that of the 
pleasant Prairie, Kenosha county, girl 
who could not be awakened, is that of 
Miss Bose Joda of this city, who has 
been asleep for the past eight weeks. 
A physician attending her Bays the 
condition is caused by pressure on the 
brain. 
She had recently recovered 
from an attack of pneumonia when 
stricken with this strange malady. 
For the past few weeks heroic meas­ 
ures have had to be taken to awaken 
her sufficiently to give her food. 
Lately, however, the task of aw ak­ 
ening her bas been easier,but she still 
slumbers on. 
It is said that when 
awakened she can tell the day of the 
week, although she has no perceptible 
way of finding it out. 
While in her 
somnombulent condition needles and 
pins can be forced through the flesh 
w ithout the patient showing any dis­ 
comfiture. 
A like case was handled by local 
physicians last year, when the patient 
slept almost 
continuously for 
six 
weeks, and when finally the malady 
left her, she thought she had but 
awakened from a night’s rest.

“Rarely have m arkets sustained such 
surprises as they have received cf late 
with so little loss. Foreign conditions 
and London alarm s, the collapse of

against railway associations have been 
used to the utm ost, but not even in 
railroads has the result been im portant. 
W ith confidence th at better tim es and 
larger business are coming, men 
are? 
less disposed every day to throw av;ay 
good investm ents, and the very 
fact 
that prices of products are low is re­ 
garded as a guaranty 
against 
much 
further decline. 
In all industries also 
the num ber of m ills and shops 
and 
hands at work gradually increases. 
“The grain m arkets have lost w ithout 
reason the gain they made w ithout rea­ 
son the previous week. WTheat supplies 
are running out, but nobody believes 
that there is coming a fam ine before 
June, when the harvesting of southern 
wheat will 
begin. 
W estern 
receipts 
were over a third sm aller than last 
year, and for four weeks have been 
7,611,000 
bushels, 
against 
11,334,208 
bushels last year. but the better pros­ 
pect for the crop of w inter wheat has 
more weight. Cotton was helped up an 
eighth by the flood, but has lost half 
the gain, although

is 
more hopeful.

Flavored w ith Tobacco Juice. 
“ I am informed that a large trade in 
the manufacture of English cigars is 
carried on. principally in the east end 
oi London. 
A ll the ends of cigars and 
cigarettes, ‘dotels, chewed ‘quids,’ etc. 
are bought at so much per pound from 
public houses, music halls, etc., besides 
those picked up in the street. 
These 
savory morsels are put into a large 
bath, where a kind of tobacco broth 
is made. 
“In the early 
autumn, when 
the 
chestnut leaves are beginning to turn 
a golden color, parties are organized 
who go wherever they can get a good 
supply of these leaves, which are then 
put on long wires and immersed in this 
filth for either a long or short time, 
according to the requirements 
of 
a 
strong or mild ctgar. These leaves are 
then rolled into English cigars.” 
The above correspondent’s statement 
tallies with an incident which occurred 
some years ago, when a certain person 
was charged with illegally manufactur­ 
ing cigars. 
His defense was that the 
cigars he manufactured did not contain 
a particle of tobacco. His cigars were 
made of brown paper, embossed to look 
like leaves, 
and 
steeped 
in tobacco 
juice.—London Standard.
